(Q.) Can any veteran on a non- 
service connected pension have his 
medication paid for by the Veterans 
Administration?

(A.) Yes If she has not remarried 
and her husband died of a .service

Once the debt has been 
paid on the loan that the Veterans 
Administration has guaranteed the 
veteran is then again eligible for 
another VA loan

Shock Probation 
Loophole Closed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
loophole in the Ohio Criminal Code 
which theoretically allowed murderers 
to be put on shock probation after only 
a few days in jail was closed Thursday 
by the General Assembly. 


The House and Senate completed 
final action on a bill putting restric­ 
tions on shock probation in murder 
cases and crimes involving firearms 
The bill now goes to Gov. James A 
Rhodes 


The legislation was prompted by an 
Ohio Supreme Court ruling earlier this 
year that the statutory restrictions on 
regular probation and parole did not 
cover shock probation.

Many people will have a sudden 
attack of palpitation following the use 
of any alcohol. Some people are par­ 
ticularly prone to this experience after 
drinking brandy because of the .special 
ingredients it apparently contains 
Tobacco and some drugs can induce 
the same thing. Often, tobacco and 
alcohol in com bination may be 
responsible 
(Alce you have learned that you have 
a particular sensitivity to brandy it 
might be wise to simply avoid its use 
Tachycardia due to emotional stress 
and other causes should be traced to its 
exact source. Then the physician can 
prescribe the drugs that are now 
available to prevent an episode and to 
reduce its severity and duration when 
it does occur. 


Can eating too many sweets actually 
cause diabetes?

Dear Miss R.: 
Diabetes is a complex disorder that 
involves certain cells within the 
pancreas. 
inadequate production of the body’s 
insulin 
upsets the metabolism of 
.sugar. 
Eating too many sweets does not in 
itself cause diabetes. It is only when 
diabetes has been established that the 
intake of sugar must be carefully 
controlled. 
There are a great many people who 
are considered to be “pre-diabetic.” 
That is, they may not yet have any 


symptoms, but they may have a 
predisposition to this condition. It is for 
this reason that people with a family 
background of diabetes should be 
under the guidance of a physician.

COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) - State 
programs to help Ohio's senior citizens 
have a long way to go, but the director 
of the Ohio Commission on Aging says 
he is gratified by the “ breadth of 
involvem ent" 
among 
Ohioans 
generally. 
Martin A. Janis said this week in his 
annual report to the legislature that 
the programs thus far have reached 
only a relatively small percentage of 
the estimated 15 million Ohioans 60 
and older,

days a week for senior citizens who fail

N EW YORK (A P) — Is avowed 
homosexual Brad Wilson an ordained 
minister of the Church of God or isn't 
he9 The question has stirred a furor in 
the relatively sm all, doctrinally 
conservative denomination 
Reactions have upset some program 
proposals, exposed what a Church 
sociologist 
terms 
subconscious 
"fears" about .sexuality, and raised 
the prospect of actual ouster pro­ 
ceedings 
As for Wilson's status, the answers 
have at times been varied and ob­ 
scuring. 
But 
after two 
weeks of 
checking, officials confirm that he was 
never legally deposed from the minis­ 
try But some contend his conduct in 
effect disqualifies him 
"There is no record of formal 
revoking of his ordination," says the 
Rev. Dr Roscoe Snowden, director of 
(hurch Services at the denomination’s 
headquarters in Anderson, Ind "But it 
doesn’t have to lie that official. He 
himself has forfeited his right to be a 
minister. 
"The letter of the law may say he is, 
but the spirit says he is not " 
Wilson, 36, of Miami, Fla , says his 


ordination was never relinquished, 
rescinded nor subjected to any C hurch 
review proceedings to his knowledge 
The hostile reactions, he says, "speak 
very much of the low spiritual level in 
the Church. Many seem to forget that 
Jesus 
said, 
whomever 
will 
may 
come.’ 
"But the hypocrisy goes on." 
What touched off the uproar was a 
three-sentence Associated Press item 
April 2 reporting Wilson, a "gay” 
social worker and Church of God min­ 
ister, 
headed 
a

group, 
Evangelicals Concerned, to minister to 
homosexuals 
The report was based on a release 
from the group. 
It Is the first such group among 
conservative evangelicals, although 
such groups formed earlier in larger 
Protestant 
bodies and 
in 
Roman 
C atholicism 
A wave of protests by Church of God 
ministers hit the Anderson offices and 
some newspapers 
(hurch officials 
initially replied — and wrote to the AP 
— 
that 
the 
ordination 
had 
been 
revoked 
But subsequent 
checking 
found otherwise. 


'Ihe Rev. IJT. Herschel Caudill, a 
Middletown, Ohio, pastor says a move 
will be made officially to depose 
Wilson at a (hurch meeting April 30- 
May I in Columbus, Ohio — the state 
where Wilson was ordainedv 
I * Val Clear, sociology professor at 
the Church’s main educational in­ 
stitution, Anderson C ollege, said the 
intense reactions to the Wilson 
situation unwittingly reveal among 
some people 
a psychological ques­ 
tioning of their own sexuality They’re 
afraid to get close to the problem — 
afraid at what they might find in 
themselves." 
He says the Church has "fled from 
the problem rather than integrating it 
into the ministry and has failed to 
serve the homosexual community. The 
Church hasn’t helped them " In the 
past, he adds, the (hurch similarly 
refused to minister to 
alcoholics, 
considering them "pariahs,” but now 
docs so.

Is avowed 
homosexual Brad Wilson an ordained 
minister of the Church of God or isn’t 
he? The question has stirred a furor in 
the relatively sm all, doctrinally 
conservative denomination. 
Reactions have upset some program 
proposals, exposed what a Church 
sociologist 
terms 
subconscious 
“ fears" about sexuality, and raised 
the prospect of actual ouster pro­ 
ceedings 
As for Wilson's status, the answers 
have at times been varied and ob­ 
scuring. But after two weeks of 
chec king, officials confirm that he was 
never legally deposed from the minis­ 
try. But some contend his conduct in 
effect disqualifies him 
"There is no record of formal 
revoking of his ordination.” says the 
Rev. Dr. Roscoe Snowden, director of 
Church Servic es at the denomination's 
headquarters in Anderson, Ind “ But it 
doesn’t have to be that official He 
himself has forfeited his right to be a 
minister, 
"The* letter of the law may say he is, 
but the spirit says he is not ” 
Wilson 36. of Miami, Fla , says his 


ordination was never relinquished, 
rescinded nor subjected to any Church 
review proceedings to his knowledge 
The hostile reactions, he says, “ speak 
very much of the low spiritual level in 
the Church.

A wave of protests by Church of God 
ministers hit the Anderson offices and 
some newspapers 
Church officials 
initially replied - and wrote to the AP 
that the ordination had

The Rev. l>r. Herschel Caudill, a 
Middletown, Ohio, pastor says a move 
will be made officially to depose 
Wilson at a Church meeting April 30- 
May I in Columbus, Ohio - the state 
where Wilson was ordained* 
l>r Val Clear, sociology professor at 
the Church's main educational in­ 
stitution. Anderson College, said the 
Intense reactions to the Wilson 
situation unwittingly reveal among 
some people “ a psychological ques­ 
tioning of their own sexuality They’re 
afraid to get dose to the problem — 
afraid at what they might find in 
themselves.” 
He says the Church has “ fled from 
the problem rather than integrating it 
into the ministry and has failed to 
serve the homosexual community. The 
Church hasn't helped them ” In the 
past, he adds, the Church similarly 
refused to minister to alcoholics, 
considering th**m “ pariahs,” but now 
does so.

"Bingo!” shouted one lawmaker as 
the House tote board flickered an 81-12 
favorable vote Wednesday on a bill

Satisfied with the House version of 
his bill, Sen Charles L. Butts, D-23 
Cleveland, won 3(H) concurrence in the

"bingo business" in Cleveland alone 
grosses $12 million a year. Although 
the bingo promoters supposedly turn a 
percentage of profits over to charity, 
there is no regulation. 
The bill would require all bingo 
operators to be licensed annually by 
Ohio’s attorney general and only those 
that are tax exempt under Ute federal 
Internal Revenue Service code would

Md an wanted to delete the federal

"If you look at the language, it is 
very, very vague,” argued Judiciary 
Chairman Harry J. Idim an, D-16 
Shaker Heights.

- Bingo games by charitable groups

—Volunteers must be used to run 
bingo games and the events must bt* 
conducted on the organization’s 
premises or at a site rented from 
another charitable group. 
- Prize money would be limited to a 
total $3,500 at any .single game 
—Church and educational festival or 
bazaars, offering games of chance, 
would be limited to twice a year, for 
not more than four consecutive days 
each. Slot machines, craps and 
roulette, played for money, would be 
banned at these events, although the 
latter would be played with nonmoney 


prizes. 
—Bingo without a license would be 
punishable or failure to use gross 
receipts from games as mandated by 
the hill could bring I to IO years in jail 
and a $5,000 fine.

WASHINGTON (A Pi - Supporters 
of a vetoed bill that would have 
allowed federal employes to par­ 
ticipate in political campaigns say 
they will wait until next year before in­ 
troducing the measure again 
“ We have no intention of trying to 
revive it again in this session of 
Congress," said Rep William L. Clay, 
D-Mo., after the House failed on 
Thursday to override President Ford's 
veto of the bill. 
The unsuccessful legislation, aimed 
at revising the Hatch Act, would have 
opened the way for the nation's 2 8 
million federal government workers to 
get involved in political campaigns 
and to run for political office them­ 
selves. 
"An effort will be made next year to 
revise the Hatch Act," said Clay. “ And 
if we have a Democratic president I 
feel confident it will be successful." 
He said initial passage of the bill this 
year proved that the Hatch Act is not 
untouchable 
"For 35 years, most members of 
Congress were reluctant to even 


amend the 
act," he 
said 
“ The 
situation now is quite clear that there 
is a great need for revisions and a 
strong amount of support for extending 
political rights to federal employes." 


The vote sustaining Ford's rejection 
was 243 to 160, or 26 votes short of the 
two-thirds needed to override 
In his veto message, he said “ the 
public business of our government 
must be conducted without the taint of 
partisan politics " 


The Hatch Act, passed in 1939 to take 
partisan politics out of Civil Service, 
forbids 
federal 
workers 
from 
organizing fund-raising drives or 
otherwise assisting persons running 
for political office. 
The vetoed bill would have let 
federal employes seek local, state or 
federal office under any party label or 
c ampaign for somebody else 
But it would have kept them from 
campaigning during office hours, in 
the building where they worked or 
while in uniform. It also would have 
prohibited federal office supervisors 


or others with official powers from 
coercing employes into political ac­ 
tivities 
ITohibitioas against political ac­ 


tivities would have remained for 
employes who hold sensitive positions 
in the Justice Department, Internal 
Revenue Service and the CIA

While the Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co. and the Goodyear Tire & Rubber

“ We’re pretty sure we may win 
through arbitration," Bommarito told

Under the bill, the parole authority 
could pay up to 75 per cent of the daily 
cost of housing and supervising 
furloughed prisoners.

He said his views haven't changed 
much since the day the helicopters 
landed on the Saigon embassy roof 
" ll seemed like all the years we were 
over there were for nothing," he said
